Dixie Pushes Drive To Keep School Jim Crow 

A carefully-organized, well-directed campaign by 
Dixie political leaders is under way throughout the 
South to coerce Negroes into support of Jim Crow 
schools, JET learned. 

Timed to reach its peak before the Supreme Court 
hearing this fall on ways to carry out its mandate 
against segregated schools, the anti-segregation 
drive is aimed at convincing the justices that the 
South’s Negroes do not want an end to segregation. 
Directed from a central headquarters, the campaign 
includes among its techniques threats of violence, 
firings of prominent teachers, wooing of top profes- 
sional people and phony surveys. More than a 
dozen Negro teachers have been fired to date because 
they refused to sign petitions approving segregated 
schools. 

Florida officials are conducting a rigged poll of cit- 
izens, principally Negroes, to back their contentions 
that the majority of residents approve Jim Crow 
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schools. The results of the polls will be used in the 
State’s petition before the Supreme Court, it was disclosed.

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THREE MORE NEGROES MAY WIN 
Three more Negro Congressmen may be elected this 
fall, giving Negroes their largest delegation in the 
House of Representatives since Reconstruction, a JET 
survey showed. With both Reps. William L. Dawson 
(D., Ill.) and A. Clayton Powell (D., N. Y.) expected to 
be reelected, prospects are that they may be joined by 
Negro congressmen from Detroit, Philadelphia, and 
Cleveland. 

Youngest of the trio of Congressional prospects is 
Charles C. Diggs Jr., 31-year-old Michigan state sena- 
tor, who last week in Detroit’s Democratic primary 
won over white incumbent Congressman George 
O’Brien, a 20-year veteran, by a two-to-one vote. The 
Democratic nomination is considered tantamount to 
election in the district. 

The others, both Republicans who have survived 
grueling primaries, are Philadelphia’s 33-year-old W. 
Beverly Carter, a former newsman who now runs a 
public relations agency, and Cleveland’s 78-year-old 
Francis E. Young, a robust grandfather who organized 
the city’s NAACP branch and the interracial AFL 
postal union. 

For close-ups of the newcomers to the national politi- 
cal scene and their victory chances, JET presents a 
capsule survey: 


DETROIT: In the past few years, thousands of Ne- 
groes have moved into the heavily Democratic 13th 
District, where Diggs this fall will oppose frequently- 
running but frequently-losing Landon Knight, son of 
chain newspaper publisher John S. Knight (Detroit 
Free Press). The district’s 115,000 Negro voters—half of 
the total registered—are solidly behind Diggs, whose 
father operates the House of Diggs, a million-dollar 
undertaking and insurance establishment which is the 
second largest Negro business in Detroit.

District, W. Beverly Carter, third GOP Negro to seek a 
Congressional seat, faces an uphill but encouraging 
fight. The district is usually Democratic, has 69,414 
Negro voters compared to 88,414 whites. The Negroes 
generally vote Democratic, the whites Republican. If 
Carter holds his party vote and picks up race support, 
he can unseat veteran Democratic Congressman Earl 
Chudoff, a North Philadelphia lawyer, who is popular 
in Negro areas. Son of a physician, Lincoln University 
graduate Carter is a gifted speaker and an eager- 
beaver vote-getter who campaigns 16 hours a day. 
Since national Republican leaders figure his chances 
are better than even, President Eisenhower may urge 
his election as the country’s first Negro Republican 
congressman since Chicago’s stormy Oscar DePriest. 

CLEVELAND: In the balanced 21st District (50 per 
cent Negro, 50 per cent white vote), Negroes vote 
mostly Republican, whites Democratic. The Negro 
sections long have been regarded as Ohio’s rock-ribbed 
GOP stronghold. Aging Brown University graduate 
Francis Young, who worked 30 years in the post office 
and then began a political career, has the biggest task 
in stimulating Negroes to turn out to the polls. 
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More Negroes Moving Into Chicago White Areas 

Every 10 days, 200 Chicago dwelling -units are 
taken over from whites by Negroes, Francis W. Peek, 
executive director of the Mayor’s Commission on 
Human Relations, reported. Peek, who described 
the Negro housing problem as “enormous,” said 
Negroes yearly acquire 7,200 housing units from 
whites. Continued outcropping of racial tension can 
be expected, he predicted, because of the crowded 
Negro communities—39,000 average population per 
square mile compared to 10,000 for whites. 











Powell Urges Ike To End Racism At French Base 

Negro troops at the Air Force’s base at Chateauroux, 
France, are barred from the town’s three bars and 
snubbed by its women because of a vicious program of ra- 
cial hatred conducted by fellow white GIs, Rep. A. Clayton 
Powell (D., N.Y.) charged in an open letter to President 
Eisenhower. Powell urged a probe of the base, which the 
Air Force is considering as center of operations in Europe. 
Stating that Negro troops, (1,200 of the 8,000 personnel) 
have a low morale and a high AWOL rate, Powell said 
the men call the base “Little Mississippi.” 


Fla. Court Says ‘Son’ To Share $60,000 Heritage 

The Florida supreme court ruled that a former war 
veteran, who was regarded by Jacksonville schoolteacher 
Mrs. Mattie R. Williams as her son, could share in her 
$60,000 estate, despite the fact that he was never legally 
adopted. Mrs. Ila Williams Thomas, the woman’s daugh- 
ter, challenged Frederic Williams’ right to share in the 
estate but Williams argued that Mrs. Williams looked 
upon him as a son and that he sent her Army allotment 
checks. The teacher left no will. 


President Eisenhower Greets Negro Farm Group 
President Eisenhower welcomed to the White House a 

delegation representing the New Farmers of America, a 

group of Negro farm youth from southern states. 
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Harlem Ex-Barman Indicted As ‘Anibulance Chaser’ 

A 42-year-old Harlem bar manager and man-about- 
town was indicted in New York with 18 lawyers and 
eight accomplices and accused of soliciting business for 
the lawyers to use in possible damage suits. Theodore 
Jones (alias Teddy Butler) was reportedly the Harlem 
contact for a group of downtown Manhattan lawyers 
who processed lawsuits in 
“supermarket style,” then 
paid the “ambulance chas- 
ers” $25 to $100 for tips on 
cases where damages were 
collected. Jones was mana- 
ger of Harlem’s famed 
Smalls Paradise cabaret 
until arrested. 


Ask Protection In Norfolk 

The Norfolk, Va., NAACP 
asked police protection for 
Negroes in the all-white 
Coronado section where 
residents picketed houses 
being shown to prospective 
Negro buyers.

50 Ala. Workers Lose Money In Mass Flim-Flam 
A delegation of 50 Montgomery, Ala., Negroes com- 
plained to police that they each gave $1 as “earnest 
money” to a well-dressed stranger, who promised them 
railroad construction jobs near Toledo, Ohio. The men 
were supposed to meet the stranger at a bus station so 
they could travel to Ohio together. However, after a five- 
hour wait, the men reported the case to police and were 
told the unknown man had already left town by bus. 


Ark. Farm Laborer Killed By Airplane Propeller 


A 50-year-old Arkansas plantation laborer, who was 
helping to load a crop-dusting airplane, was killed when 
he was struck by the plane’s whirling propeller. Witnesses 
said Charles Thomas was fatally injured when the plane 
taxied up near a group of workers to take on another 
load at a plantation near Little Rock.

Magloire Fires Haitian Cabinet 

Haitian President Paul Magloire fired all his cabinet 
except three members in a major shake-up, it was dis- 
closed in Port-au-Prince. The entire cabinet resigned in 
perfect harmony, a source said, to enable Magloire to 
make any changes he desired. 


British Say India’s Nehru Stirs Up Kenya Mau Maus 
Evidence linking Prime Minister Nehru of India with 
the Mau Mau warfare against whites in Kenya was re- 
ported by British officials in London. According to reports, 
Nehru has a large corps of secret agents working in Kenya 
stirring up racial hatred designed to force whites to leave 
Africa and allow the Indians to dominate the continent.

Slave auctions at which beautiful white virgins bring 
the highest price while Negro girls bring the lowest, are 
still held in southern Arabia, the Worldwide Press Serv- 
ice reported. The Negro women are forced to walk in the 
nude while the white women wear transparent veils. 

At the slave marts, a young Negro girl rarely fetches 
more than 400 rupees ($130) while a white slave might 
bring in the sum of 2,000 rupees (about $700). The 
choicest items, the white virgins, bring small fortunes, 
it was disclosed.

Howard Mackey Sr., head of Howard University’s archi- 
tecture department for 30 years, was named by the Uni- 
versity of Maryland to head its $5 million housing pro- 
gram in British Guiana, it was announced in Washington.

taxes. Sangster said he freed former Social Welfare 
Minister Frank Pixley because he could not pay the tax. 


Dillard U. French Prof Gets Doctorate In Paris 

Willard Harper, 29-year-old head of Dillard University’s 
French department, earned his doctorate degree from 
the Sorbonne in Paris and became the second Negro to 
receive a doctor’s degree from the French university. A 
native of Cleveland, Harper earned his degree with a 
dissertation on the French theater.

Dee attacked the 
woman with two bottles as she lay on her bed, drove a 
12-inch bread knife into her skull, breaking off the blade, 
stabbed her with an icepick and screwdriver, and beat 
her with the iron leg of a water heater. Said Jones: “We 
got along good. But I felt like she was trying to get rid 
of me with this roach powder.”

A Newport News, Va., landlord, Paul Williams, was 
fined $10 and costs and sentenced to four months in jail 
on an assault and battery charge lodged by Miss Grace 
McRae, his $3.50-a-month roomer, who said Williams 
poured kerosene into her mouth and caused her asthma 
condition to become acute. He originally was charged 
with attempted murder, but the charge was reduced 
when Miss McRae denied that he tried to set the kero- 
sene afire.

SON OF TI-COYO 
OF THE By Clement Richer 
WEEK j ' 


> Back in 1951, one of the book delights of the year was 
a short, hilarious fable, Ti-Coyo And His Shark, written 
by Clement Richer, a Negro writer who left his native 
Martinique at an early age and was reared and educated 
’ in France. The book was such a success 
that, following the Hollywood formula, 
Richer has written a sequel, called Son 
Of Ti-Coyo (Knopf, $3). Like most se- 
quels, the new work is not as good as the 
original. But enough of the color and 
zest of Ti-Coyo has been retained to 
make the new version enjoyable reading. 
® Once again Richer is reciting the ad- 
Clement Richer ventures of a small boy who has be- 
friended a giant shark—only this time, Manidou, the 
shark, cavorts with Ti-Coyo’s son, Guineo. There is a pe- 
riod of stress until the shark is able to distinguish friend 
from food but finally Guineo is accepted by the shark 
and gets free rides through the bay on the shark’s fin. 
Richer introduces the race angle into his fable when two 
white South African hunters arrive in St. Pierre and are 
determined to finish off the pet shark. Instead the two 
are dispatched with haste by the wise old Cocoyo, Ti- 
Coyo’s father, who employs such devious means as a 
crevice in the volcanic Mt. Pelee and a couple of playful 
vipers. 

® Richer is again jibing not too gently at accepted ways 
and customs in his tongue-in-cheek fable. In his first 
book, Richer seemed intent on proving villainy pays and 
his current effort similarly casts some doubt on such 
ideals as charity and compassion. But Richer does it with 
good taste. He is never offensive, always gay and charm- 
ing.—B.B. 
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N. Y. Novelist Goes To Trial For Income Tax Fraud 

Charles A. Smythwick Jr., 40-year-old Negro novelist 
whose first book, False Measure, was published in New 
York by William Frederic Press this month, went on trial 
in Federal court for participating in a $100,000 income 
tax swindle. A former employee of the multi-million dol- 
lar lower Manhattan Internal Revenue Office, Smythwick 
was indicted in February 1951, for his part in a scheme 
in which fraudulent returns were mailed to non-existent 
parties, then cashed. The alleged leader of the ring, 
Ruth McAdoo Serge, former chief clerk at the office, later 
committed suicide but left a half dozen alleged-accom- 
plices—including Smythwick—to face trial on the fraud 


charges.

When a Knoxville, Tenn., Negro mother, Mrs. A. L. 
Teasley, gave birth to her third child within a period of 
22 months and 28 days, she failed by a few days to set an 
international child-bearing record. Asked if she would 
try again to set any records, the mother of 12 children 
replied: “No, I won’t try to, but I might anyway.” 

To most mothers—as to Mrs. Teasley—childbirth is an 
accident rather than planned. To many mothers, child- 
birth also is a matter of racial pride for there are those 
sociologists who look upon a high Negro birth rate as a 
matter of racial survival, and as necessary for the Negro 
to maintain his present 10 per cent of the American 
population. Because of the high Negro death rate (sta- 
tistics show that each year at least 40,000 Negro babies 
are born dead or die in their first year), it is argued that 
Negroes cannot afford birth control. Among the advo-

cates of a high birth 
rate is Chicago’s Dr. 
Julian Lewis, eminent 
pathologist and for- 
mer University of Chi- 
cago professor.

Pointing out that half the Negro 
population now lives in urban areas where large families

He 
has high praise for the 
chief birth control 
agency, the Planned Par- 
enthood Federation, 
which he said has an 
educational program 
“aimed at correcting 
these very conditions.” 
Mrs. Margaret Sanger, 
founder of the Planned 
Parenthood Federation, 
notes that there are at 
least 17,000 stillbirths 
among Negro mothers 
each year and that a 
“vast majority of these 
deaths could be prevent- 
ed if every baby were 
planned.” Pointing out 
that lack of good medi- 
cal service is the root of 
the high Negro infant 
and childbirth mortality 
rate, Mrs. Sanger urges 
child planning as the 
best immediate step to 
halt “this waste in hu- 
man lives.”
